This geography bee, said Ms. Cusolito, is "right in 
line with him as a person'' and, of course, she is thrilled 
for him and his accomplishment. 

"\ do enjoy geography, and I read a lot,'' said Dante. 
"At the dinner table, my family often takes out a globe 
or an atlas when we're talking about the news and other 
things." 

Ms. Cusolito said when she was in high school, she 
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was a foreign exchange student and over the years her 
family had hosted several foreign exchange students. The 
family often interacts with people from all over the world, 
having recently attended a party with guests from places 
like Turkey, China, and France. Dante has opportunities to 
learn from a wide variety of people, said his mother, and 
his family shares its knowledge with him who, clearly, is 
eager to listen. 

How does Dante feel about advancing toward the 
semifinals? 

'T feel kind of nervous because, when Tm under 
pressure, I forget things,'' he said. 

Ms. Cusolito said she would rather her son did 
not spend any extra time studying for the competition 
because, 'Tf he wins, that's great," she said. "If he doesn't 
win, that's also just fine because he's doing something that 
he likes to do." 

Aside from geography, Dante also likes math and 
enjoys science in school. He also takes guitar lessons and 
plays in the school jazz band. 

If Dante wins the state semifinals and advances to 
the national competition, he will compete for some pretty 
sweet prizes. A $50,000 college scholarship, a lifetime 
membership to the National Geographic Society, and . . . 
an all-expenses paid trip for him and one of his parents to 
travel to the Galapagos Islands. Which leads us to wonder, 
which parent would he choose to bring with him? 

"I don't think I'm going to make it that far," said 
Cusolito. "But if I did, I wouldn't be able to choose."

County Road Concerns Top Transportation Talks 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Jacqueline Schmidt and Lilia Cabral of the 
Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) met with the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen on March 9 to discuss any needs 
the board felt Rochester had related to transportation 
including bike paths, road changes, public transportation. 
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and more. 

"We're here tonight to get your take on what 
you'd like your transportation system to look like/' said 
Schmidt. 

The board asked the representatives if they had 
any knowledge regarding County Road in Rochester. 
According to Town Administrator Michael McCue, 
several years ago there was an effort to extend Route 58 
past Interstate 195 onto County Road. 

''That road is in a constant state of disrepair," McCue 
said. "My understanding is Wareham was in favor of it, 
the Town of Rochester was in favor of it, but there may 
have been some hesitation on the part of Marion. I don't 
want to speak out of turn, but that's my understanding." 
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He asked if there was any way to increase movement 
on this plan with the help of SRPEDD. He said that 
this was one of the biggest transportation concerns the 
board had at the moment. Reclassifying the road as part 
of Route 58 would secure state funding for the road's 
upkeep. 

"It's a major feeder road, and it's not designated as a 
major feeder road," Chairman Bradford Morse said. "It's a 
back country road that gets a lot of traffic." 

Cabral recommended the board send an official 
request to SRPEDD on that subject. 

Selectmen also requested information on general 
transportation trends in the area. 

"There's been a lot of bicycle planning that's been 
going on, especially with the South Coast Bikeway" said 
Schmidt. "There's been talk in the past of Rochester tying 
into that." 

The South Coast Bikeway is a planned bike path that 
would connect Providence, RI to Provincetown through 
13 communities. According to Schmidt, some projects in 
Mattapoisett, Fall River, New Bedford and Dartmouth 
have already been completed. 

"It's gaining a lot of momentum," Schmidt said. 

Schmidt and Cabral also presented a transportation 
survey, which can be found at http:/ / www. 
surveymonkey.com/ s/regtransplan. The survey will help 
them develop their regional transport plan. 

In other matters, McCue updated the board on the 
fiscal year 2016 budget, saying that there has been a great 
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deal of effort put into the budget, but progress is slow. 

"I wanted to say we continued work on the budget/' 
McCue said. "The meetings are, if not daily, then they're 
every other day. We're making very, very slow progress 
towards our goal.'' 

McCue said it is still "extremely difficult," despite 
some minor adjustments in the right direction . . . 
"However, it's taking an awful lot of work," he added. 

Also during the meeting, McCue said that the 
Planning Board has made some changes to the draft for 
Annual Town Meeting warrant and asked for comments 
on it. He said that it was open to amendments until 
March 23. 

McCue also told the board he would like to see 
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Rochester become a Tree City USA. 

'T would like the Board of Selectmen to consider an 
official proclamation for Arbor Day/' McCue said. "The 
reason for such is Fd like to see the Town of Rochester 
receive recognition as a Tree City USA.'' 

One of the requirements is that the Board of 
Selectmen gives an official proclamation. McCue plans to 
present a plan to the board at a later date with the help of 
Ever source. There would be no cost, as the labor involved 
would come from volunteers. 

McCue reminded the board and the general public 
that the seats for appointed boards and committees 
are due to expire on April 31, and anyone interested in 
applying for a board or committee position should put in 
a request to selectmen prior to that date. 

Under correspondences received by the board: The 
Town will conduct a rabies clinic on April 7 from 12:00 to 
2:00 pm at the Rochester Grange. 

The annual Tri-Town herring meeting will take 
place on March 24 as part of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen meeting. 

Selectmen also voted to approve the extended 
Sunday hours of Adrian's Package Store located at 711 
Mary's Pond Road in Rochester to 10:00 am to 6:00 pm. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for March 16 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Twelve Minute Meeting 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

With Town Administrator Mike Gagne unable 
to attend and a light agenda, the March 10 meeting of 
the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen lasted all of twelve 
minutes. 

Coming before the board were Bruce Rocha and 
Jodi Bauer, organizers for the Pilgrim Sands Trail Riders 
Club, to request use of the Town's landfill for upcoming 
events. 

Rocha said the club is planning two events in 
Mattapoisett for May 31 and September 27. He said the 
May event would bring in about 100 entrants from the 
surrounding area. The September event will be larger, 
he said. In cooperation with New England Trail Riders 
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Association, a regional group, the September event might 
bring in as many as 250 riders and supporters. 

"We'll have an ambulance and police detail at the 
events,'' said Rocha. 

Rocha and Bauer also asked if the landfill area 
could be used for overnight camping on the evening 
of September 26, since some of the participants will be 
traveling from as far away as upstate New York. 

"Some people will be arriving in travel trailers 
and motor homes that will be self-contained and we will 
be there to supervise also," said Bauer. She anticipates 
about 20 campers and motor homes. 

Selectmen Paul Silva asked that the club check 
in with Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons and to 
work closely with her department. Their requests were 
approved. 

The board also approved requests from Ruth 
Joliffe to use the public parking area at Town Beach on 
April 16 between 10:00 am and 1:00 pm, and again on 
June 13 between 6:00 pm and 11:00 pm for a garden club 
event and the annual Rotch-Jones-Duff House benefit 
dinner. 

The selectmen also voted to approve the 
appointment of Marilou Newell as a member to the 
Council on Aging to a three-year term.

application first met with the Rochester Planning Board 
on Tuesday, March 10 seeking guidance on roadway 
alterations and safety 

Bill Goodman of 70 Parlowtown Road, a 
continuing gravel road at the end of Dexter Road, wants 
to divide his roughly 12 acres into three lots, leaving his 
residence with seven acres and creating two buildable lots 
of about two acres each. 

Goodman said his 15-foot gravel drive is an 
'ancient way' which would be exempt from the Town's 
bylaw regulating dead end roads. 

Goodman's plan includes widening the gravel 
way that continues after his house to accommodate the 
two new lots and adding a hammerhead turnaround at 
the end. 

"The thought is that . . . keeping it a gravel road," 
said Goodman, "would keep that backwoods-type feeling 
of the area. It's very wooded and reserved back there." 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson said 
Goodman would essentially need documentation that the 
drive is, in fact, an ancient way and proof of the formation 
of a homeowners association to assign responsibility of 
the private road's maintenance to the homeowners. 

Goodman's plan will also require a nod from the 
Fire Department for safety before the ANR application 
is granted. Johnson said lately the Fire Department has 
favored an 18-foot drive over Goodman's existing 15-foot 
drive. 

Johnson said he would check with town counsel 
as to how Goodman should proceed with a maintenance 
agreement for the private way so Goodman could 
advance in the application process. 

Also during the meeting. Town Planner Mary 
Grain updated the board on her recent site plan technical 
review with Blue Wave Capital Solar for its plan to build a 
solar energy facility off Braley Hill Road. 

Grain said a concern over rear access behind the 
proposed solar arrays is sending the engineers back to the 
drawing board to rework the plan to make improvements 
for emergency and fire access. 

"And of course this has to go before the ZBA 
for change of use," said Johnson. "They can run that 
application concurrently with ours as they've done in the 
past."

River Valley District, the Rochester Groundwater

Wetlands Bylaws Debated 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission once 
again considered and debated whether or not to move 
forward with a wetlands bylaw document. Chairman Bob 
Rogers had broached the subject during previous public 
meetings with the commission members asking each to 
review the bylaws that Freetown presently has in place as 
a starting point. 

Rogers asked that the commission offer suggestions 
and said at the February 9 meeting, "Fm not trying to 
be a one-man brigade here . . . but it gives us the ability 
to defend ourselves in Superior Court." On March 9, he 
reiterated that point again. 

Members Peter Newton and Tom Copps agreed that 
any wetlands bylaw needed to include language that 
beefed Town's ability to engage outside consultants with 
the costs covered by applicants as allowed in Section 53G 
of Massachusetts General Law. 

"Fd rather have a clear acknowledgement that we 
can hire (expert) consultants," said Rogers. He said that a 
volunteer commission with part-time Town Hall staffing 
these consultants needs help to protect the interests of the 
Town by giving the commission expert input. 

. .If you say no (to expert consultants)," 
said Newton, "that is an automatic denial (by the 
commission)." But such denials then allow the applicant 
to appeal to the DEP versus going through a Superior 
Court appellate process. 

Commission member Mike King didn't seem to feel

as strongly. He said it "burdens the applicant." 

King said that before he could be convinced the Town 
needed wetlands bylaw protection, he wanted Rogers 
to cite past cases where an absence of wetlands bylaws 
proved a problem for the town. 

Rogers noted issues that have arisen from appeals 
made to the DEP by Leisure Shores Marina and by Daniel 
DaRosa for the Goodspeed Island Pier He said that in the 
absence of wetlands bylaws that would have required the 
applicants to pay reasonable costs for outside consultants, 
appeals to the DEP have hamstrung the Town, negating its 
ability to have their case heard in Superior Court. 

Rogers asserted that wetlands bylaws would, "make 
our process similar to the Planning Board and the ZBA. ... 
Nearly every other town around us has a wetlands bylaw." 

Newton said he was going to reach out to other 
commissions to find out how having such protections in 
place have aided their efforts. 

King wasn't convinced. He asked that specific cases 
be brought to the public's attention as examples to support 
the need for local wetlands bylaws. "How would bylaws 
have expedited an outcome?" King asked. 

Rogers felt he wanted to try and keep things more 
general without pointing fingers at specific residents or 
businesses. 

Resident David Mclntire shared his concerns that the 
commission members of today won't be the commission 
members tomorrow, and that this proposed bylaw might 
give a commission too much power.

"This will give the ability and power to make 
rules and regulations/' said Mclntire. To this Rogers 
countered, "But it won't be done in the back room 
without a public hearing." Rogers said, "The DEP is in 
control as to whether or not our conditions are enforced 
(without a bylaw)." 

Rogers said that if the Conservation Commission 
voted by majority to accept a wetlands bylaw document, 
he would then go to the selectmen as well as hold a public 
hearing(s). He also said that town counsel would be 
involved to help vet and write the articles for the Town 
Meeting warrant. Rogers continued the discussion to the 
next regular meeting.

it to last fiscal year, but the FY16 'better school budget' 
could be considered level service if one takes into account 
the growing student body at ORR. 

With class size already a concern of the Old 
Rochester Regional School Committee, the projected 
increase in student population at the high school next 
year is expected to exceed 800 for the first time, further 
driving up class sizes and pushing some teachers beyond 
their contractual maximum student caseload. 

''Seven-hundred has always been considered 
healthy," said ORRHS Principal Mike Devoll on March 3. 
"Eight-hundred scares me." 

In the current 2014-2015 school year, according to 
Devoll, the average class size is 24.9; "extremely large," as 
Devoll described it. 

Since 2008, student population has increased steadily 
by 16.2%, while teaching staff has been reduced by 9.9%. 
The average caseload for teachers is 119, and the high 
school currently has 32 classes with 28 or more students 
enrolled. 

"Ultimately," said Devoll, "something has to give." 

The FY16 budget proposes adding two new English 
teachers for two additional sections of English to keep 
class sizes, currently at 23.6 students per class, steady at 
22.4. 

During the last joint meeting of the School 
Committees, committee members favored Devoll' s 
proposed addition of two new intervention skill-based 
math classes to help bridge the gap created by the

transition from junior to high school, which has had a 
negative impact on MCAS scores. 

"You can't run those classes with class sizes the way 
they are now/' said Devoll. 

Also proposed are one additional health class and a 
0.4 teaching position for American Sign Language, which 
has been added to the foreign language curriculum as the 
school phases out French. Devoll said 41 students who 
otherwise would not fulfill the two-year foreign language 
college entry requirement have expressed interest in 
taking sign language. 

In addition, two sections of physical education are 
included in the budget while specialist courses remain at 
level service. 

The student population at the junior high is 
predicted to decrease slightly, as long as the committee 
votes to forego school choice slots a second year in a 
row. Last year, committee members voted not to offer 
any school choice slots out of concern for class sizes that 
climbed to an average of 28. 

This budget proposes two new seventh-grade 
teaching positions and the addition of a new seventh- 
grade ''mini-team'' alongside the red and blue teams, to 
reduce class size to an average of 22. 

Superintendent Doug White said lower class sizes in 
both schools would provide "more airtime" for students 
and a better chance for teachers to monitor and facilitate 
students' progress. 

"There's a big difference between teaching 18 
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students and ... 24, 25 students/' said White. 

The only change in the specialist category is an 
increase in the library position from a 0.6 to a 1.0 position. 
White said the librarian could be available to more 
students as she takes on more of a media and technology 
teaching role. 

A 35% increase in the demand for supplies funding 
also reflects the increased needs of a growing student 
body. 

The cutting back of school choice, said White, has 
the potential to affect the budget over the next two years 
because of the loss of revenue to the tune of $120,000. The 
School Committee has not yet voted on whether or not to 
offer school choice slots to seventh grade for next year. 

Total town assessment with this proposed budget 
of $17,269,113 - less transportation reimbursement and 
revenue - is at $13,993,254 and is broken down as follows: 
Marion - $4,230,738; Mattapoisett - $5,056,460; and 
Rochester - $4,706,056. 

The Old Rochester Regional School Committee met 
again on March 11, after The Wanderer went to print, in 
order to vote on school choice. 
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Members Disagree on School Choice 

Mattapoisett School Committee

Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman James 
Higgins said March 9 that he will not budge on his 
opposition to offering further school choice slots, even 
saying that he would be disappointed and upset if the 
committee were to offer slots for next year, especially at 
the kindergarten level. 

After a lengthy discussion that went back and forth 
between both sides, it appears Higgins is outnumbered by 
other committee members hoping to offer two slots. With 
a vote withheld until next month, it is unclear at which 
grade levels the committee would offer the slots, if they 
do at all. 

Superintendent Doug White had hoped the 
committee would take action that evening in order 
to hold the lottery earlier in the school year and alert 
parents sooner, since late announcements in the past have 
resulted in some of the school choice slots not being filled. 
Currently, three of the six slots previously offered are 
filled with students from other towns. 

White said his recommendation was to offer two 
slots at the kindergarten level so students could enjoy the 
benefit of seven full years of the Mattapoisett curriculum. 
Administration projects an enrollment of 60 kindergarten 
students for the 2015-2016 school year, although White 
said that was just their best 'guesstimate.' 

But with three teachers assigned to the kindergarten 
level, Higgins said his concern was increased class sizes 
during what he considers vital years in education. 

"I believe our number one priority is the education 
of the children of Mattapoisett,'' said Higgins. He said too 
many students in a kindergarten classroom "... doesn't 
seem to be providing the ideal education, the ultimate 
education." 

Higgins suggested asking the Town to consider 
allowing a fourth kindergarten teacher into the fiscal 
year 2016 budget to bring class sizes down, since there 
are currently four teachers in all the other grades in the 
district. 

"I would vote against adding any new . . . students in 
order to ensure that each Mattapoisett student is ensured 
the best and most attention, quality education that we

could do/' said Higgins. "It's our primary role and 
responsibility." 

School Committee member James Muse "respectfully 
disagreed." 

"It's a positive program overall," said Muse. He 
asked Higgins to look at the big picture, consider the 
revenue it generates for the district, and appreciate the 
diversity it brings to the student body. "Fd really like to 
see two students come in," said Muse. 

School Committee member Charles Motta agreed 
with Muse, as did member Patrick Leclair. 

They weighed the options: one student in 
kindergarten and one in first grade? Two slots for first 
grade? Higgins said that class size was not his only 
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concern, but also the additional support school choice 
students might require. He also alluded to other issues 
such as behavioral issues saying, "The potential for a 
negative impact that a student can bring with whatever 
needs they have.... We own that whole ball of wax." 
He added, "They (school choice students) might not be 
included socially" 

Higgins further stated that the first-class reading 
program Mattapoisett schools offers might attract those 
struggling students, and they might pull valuable 
resources away from Mattapoisett students. 

"There are a lot of 'mights' in there," Muse told 
Higgins. Muse said you could never have the guarantee 
that will not happen, but he had faith in the district's staff 
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and told Higgins, "We are adding a little extra mix to say, 
'hey, we don't live in a vacuum/" 

Higgins said, "If it affects one kid, then it's not worth 

it." 

The chairman conceded that neither he nor Muse 
were going to change their minds between this meeting 
and next month's meeting, but committee members 
agreed to hold off on taking action so they could consider 
it further and gather more data if it becomes available. 

White asked if he should move forward with 
the idea of approaching the Town to fund a fourth 
kindergarten teacher 

"I'd like to push the Town," said Higgins. "Ask 
nicely, politely," Higgins corrected himself. "If class sizes 
dip low, then that's a good thing. We may not get it . . . 
[but] if we could convince them to get a fourth section 
. . . we wouldn't have to come back and worry about 
variables next year" 

Also during the meeting. Principal Rose Bowman 
and the superintendent presented the FY16 budget 
totaled at $6,331,625, which reflects a $129,679, or 2.1 
percent, increase from FY15. 

White said he was concerned about the governor's 
budget just released that could potentially cut funding 
for the recently established full-day kindergarten 
program. He said the reasoning behind the cut is the 
increased Chapter 70 funding towns receive as a result 
of the full-day kindergarten. According to White, cuts 
in kindergarten reimbursement could change how the 
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district funds the program. 

"We are certainly hoping that they do not withdraw 
this grant/' said Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos, 
adding that she has also seen some cuts to grants she 
secured during previous years. ''And they are kind of 
foreshadowing that they might not be offering the full- 
day kindergarten funding next year." 

Frangos said they do not know that it is "game over" 
for the district at this time, but the school districts should 
consider the possibility when building budgets. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for April 13 at 7:00 pm in the 
Center School cafeteria. 

Public Hears Budget for Sippican School 

Marion School Committee

The Marion School District is seeking to adjust two 
staffing positions at Sippican School, Principal Lyn Rivet 
told the Marion School Committee during the fiscal year 
2016 budget public hearing on March 4. 

The proposed budget - totaling $5,774,987 and up by 
$166,722 or 2.97% from FY15 - includes an increase in the 
vice principal position from part-time to full-time, as well 
as an increase in enrichment instruction that would bring 
the position back up to a 1.0 position after it was reduced 
in FY15. 

According to Rivet, a full-time assistant principal is 
vital as a role in assisting with the new teacher evaluation 
system, and would reinforce school and student safety. 

"And enrichment," said Rivet. "It's that opportunity 
to service our top learners . . . and bring that flex wheel 
back to our students who need to be stretched." 

The rest of the budget remains level service, 
reflecting increases in areas such as professional staff, up 
$51,400, with the assistant principal contributing $46,000. 

Also driving the budget are contractual agreements, 
increased utility rates, and an increase in special 
education services. Special education is up $150,479, an 
8.4% increase from FY15. 

Superintendent Doug White said the total FY16 
budget increase could prove more palatable to the Marion 
Finance Committee if the district could receive special 
education circuit breaker funds from the State to offset 
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some of those anticipated costs. White also added that the 
district has a revolving account that it could dip into if it 
had to. 

"I believe that number to the Town will be reduced 
once we come up with a reasonable circuit breaker to 
reduce those costs/' White said. 

Also during the meeting. Chairman Joseph Scott and 
committee member Jay Pateakos announced they would 
not be seeking reelection this year. 

"We definitely would like some new blood on the 
committee . . . and keep us moving in the right direction/' 
said Scott. 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos 
congratulated White on completing his dissertation that 
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week, saying, "I know how challenging it can be. ... It's 
a huge accomplishment, so Fm delighted to call him Dr. 
White." 

"Well, Fm still calling him Doug," Scott said, eliciting 
laughter. 

The next meeting of the Marion School Committee 
is scheduled for April 1 at 6:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House.

Boys' Basketball Wins South Sectional Title 

ORR Sports Update

Here is a look at the twelfth week of scheduled 
games for Old Rochester Regional High School winter 
athletics. 

With all other ORR teams done for the winter 
season, to say that there was some pressure on the 
boys' basketball team to perform is an understatement. 
The Bulldogs, who previously received the first seed 
in a competitive Division 3 South bracket, swept both 
Apponequet and Hanover in the opening stages of the 
tournament, ending with a large margin of victory. 
With a talented team that claimed the school's first 
sec Championship in over two decades, all eyes were 
on ORR to see if they would continue their excellent 
season throughout the tougher rounds of the playoffs. 
The Bulldogs did not disappoint. They won two huge, 
consecutive matchups to claim their first South Sectional 
Championship since 1999. 
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First came the semifinals, where ORR was forced to 
face off against fourth-seeded league rival Wareham, who 
they defeated twice earlier this season. Though many 
rumors surrounded the game as to whether the Bulldogs 
would be able to defeat the Vikings three times in a row, 
the Bulldogs proved they're a force to be reckoned with 
by defeating the Vikings in a thrilling 61-58 victory 
After a dominant first half for the Bulldogs, Wareham 
emerged from the locker room after halftime to outscore 
the Bulldogs 17-7 and pull the game back within a five 
point differential. After exchanging blows back and forth 
in the fourth quarter, Wareham managed to shorten the 
lead to a mere three points and held possession with just 
12.5 seconds, when senior captain Jordan Menard came 
up big for the Bulldogs, stealing the ball with 4.4 seconds 
remaining to all but secure the win for the Bulldogs. Ryan 
Beatty was the lead scorer for the Bulldogs, recording 
17 points, while Evan Santos also played fantastically, 
scoring 15 points and playing excellent defense under the 
basket. 

The win against Wareham advanced ORR to the 
south sectional finals, where they faced off against sixth- 
seeded Norton. After a close first three quarters, the 
Bulldogs pulled away in the final eight minutes of the 
game to secure a 64-53 victory and their first sectional 
title in 16 years. The Bulldogs were led by freshman Noah 
Fernandes, who after playing under the radar for most 
of the postseason, exploded with a 22-point performance 
against a tough Norton defense. Matt Valles also came 
up big under the basket, both offensively and defensively, 
scoring 11 points and recording several pivotal blocks and 
rebounds. 

"Everyone on the team works well together and is 
completely unselfish, so we don't care who scores for us 
on offense,'' stated Menard when asked what the team's 
greatest asset has been during the playoffs. "Instead of 
worrying about who's going to score, we focus on our 
defense and limiting the other team's opportunities to 
gain some momentum. That's really what's made our 
team so strong this postseason." 

The atmosphere at both games was electric, with 
the ORR fan section - the Dog Pound - drawing huge 
numbers clad in red, black, or white and supporting the 
Bulldogs every step of the way with enthusiastic cheers.

To the Editor: 

In the early 1970s, as the deleterious effects of 
unbridled corporate power became more and more 
visible, a movement was initiated to invoke social 
responsibility by corporations via stockholder initiatives. 
While it had some impact on corporate policies, it was not 
effective enough to countermand the legal requirement 
that corporations were to maximize profits for their 
stockholders. This they do by often passing off what 
can be considered social costs (i.e. pollution and other 
collective adverse unintended consequences) to the 
general public. 

More recently, corporate lawyers and lobbyists have 
used the courts to increase their profits. Using the concept 
known as "corporate personhood," which reflects the idea 
that corporations should have all the same Constitutional 
rights as ordinary people, they and others with very 
deep pockets have succeeded in securing Supreme Court 
decisions which have opened the floodgates to massive 
political campaign fundraising and spending by these

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very same corporations, other artificial entities and 
individuals. Extremely large financial resources available 
to these entities for use in our election process will effect 
a change in our government from a Democracy to an 
Oligarchy if left unchecked. 

To overcome this threat to our representative 
form of government, a bill called ''We the People Act'' 
(HD 1988) has been filed by Senator Jamie Eldridge 
and Representative Cory Atkins and 81 bi-partisan co- 
sponsors in the state House and Senate. This bill calls on 
Congress to propose an Amendment to the Constitution 
that would affirm that: 

- The rights protected by the Constitution of the United 
States are the rights of natural persons, i.e. human 
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individuals only; and 

- Congress and the states shall place limits on political 
contributions and expenditures to ensure that all citizens 
have access to the political process, and the spending of 
money to influence elections is not protected free speech 
under the First Amendment. 

If Congress does not propose this constitutional 
amendment within six months of the passage of this bill, 
the bill petitions Congress to set up an Amendments 
Convention. In either case, it will take 38 (or three- 
fourths) of the states to approve such an Amendment for 
it to become law. 

An article expected to be included on the warrant for 
the Mattapoisett Annual Meeting will ask that the Town 
vote in support of this bill to bring democracy back to the 
people.

After a two-year journey through the potholes and 
pitfalls of applying for a building permit, the Sippican 
Community Solar Garden® Cooperative cleared its 
final hurdle on February 26, 2015. Construction actually 
began in late December when the permit was originally 
approved by the Building Inspector, but a cloud shaded 
the project when the Planning Board appealed the permit, 
alleging the need for a site plan review. The Zoning Board 
of Appeals denied this request, and the project is now 
emerging under clear blue sky. 

Progress had been rapid until Mother Nature 
stepped in, blanketing the north-Marion construction site 
in many inches of snow. As more hospitable conditions 
arrive, the installation should be completed in short order. 
Fortunately, this project faces no obstacles in connecting 
to the power grid, as the substation that serves it has 
available capacity, unlike the solar garden being planned 
for Marion's capped landfill. Shares in the solar-generated 
electricity from the Sippican project □ called SunRightsD 

- are already available for purchase by residents 
and businesses throughout the local area served by 
Eversource (new name for NSTAR). Each SunRightD costs 
$5,000, which entitles the owner to receive discounted 
electricity worth at least $7,200 over 10 years. The 
discount is applied directly to one's regular electric bill. If 
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Eversource' s price of electricity continues to rise, so will 
the return on each SunrightD. Nearly three-quarters of the 
shares have already been spoken for, though, so if you're 
interested in purchasing one or more, don't dawdle.

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A New Life

Two Men in Town, Starring Forest Whitaker and 
Harvey Keitel. Directed by Rachid Bouchareb. 
Running time: 120 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

William Garnett (Forest Whitaker) stands 
straight, moves slowly, and seldom smiles. He's been 
in prison for the last eighteen years for killing a deputy, 
but good behavior has bought him a parole ~ a chance 
he seems earnest about not wasting. Very quickly, 
William settles into his new life; he finds a job, he finds 
a girlfriend, he moves in with her. If you're thinking 
there are elements from his past violent life willing to 
drag him down, though, congratulations on having 
seen more than a few movies. Fortunately, Two Men in 
Town, a remake of a 1973 French film, doesn't rest much 
of its weight on its plot. It's a mood piece, an actors' 
showcase, set out in the desert of New Mexico where 
sun and dust and sky are the whole world. 

William is haunted by two men from the bad 
old days: Sheriff Bill Agati (Harvey Keitel), whose 
deputy William killed, and Terrence (Luis Guzman), an 
old associate who wants to pull him back into crime. 
Men lead to damnation, but women point to salvation: 
William's parole officer, Emily Smith (Brenda Blethyn), 
is tough-minded but wants him to do well, and his 
bank-clerk girlfriend Teresa (Dolores Heredia) shares 
William's yearning for a simple, honest life. There are 
very few twists in store, which is good but can make 
the movie seem a bit lightweight. William has anger 
issues, and he converted to Islam in prison, and he 
enjoys tooling around on the cheap motorcycle that 
was one of his first post-jail purchases, and that's about 
all there is to him. Simplicity. 

Director/ cowriter Rachid Bouchareb seems 
interested in William's conflicts as iconic, metaphoric. 
He is a Free Man who will never truly be free. William 
is black and his nemesis the sheriff is white, but 
nothing much comes of that. The sheriff has a couple of 




scenes, in fact, that underline his compassion in certain 
contexts; he works border patrol (just as Keitel did in 
the sorely overlooked The Border) and feels badly about 
the suffering of illegal immigrants, and he throws 
a party for a returning soldier from Afghanistan. I 
imagine these details are here (if they aren't imported 
from the 1973 film) to show the sheriff as a multifaceted 
man whose life doesn't entirely revolve around 
hovering over William and waiting for him to screw 
up. 

The scenes between Whitaker, who underplays 
and simmers, and Keitel, whose rage at the death of 
the deputy feels genuine, are powerful enough to raise 
the question of why their conflict is never resolved. 
Not much else is, either. Two Men in Town, like a lot of 
desert-set cop dramas {The Pledge, Electra Glide in Blue, 
El Patrullero), sort of lets its story drift upward and 
away, like a shimmering highway mirage. Waiting for 
a climactic scene between William and Teresa? Sorry. 
How about between William and Emily? Nope. So you 
have to get your enjoyment in bits and pieces, from 
the mood and the landscape and the performances. 
Blethyn is just about the hero of the piece, and deserves 
better than to have her character all but forgotten 
about. Ellen Burstyn turns up for a few minutes as 
William's adoptive mother, and though it's fine to 
see her, all she did was make me reflect that the only 
other movie featuring her and Harvey Keitel was 
Alice Doesn't Live Here Anymore, forty years ago now, 
and that they don't have much more time to reunite 
properly (they don't share any scenes here). And I'm 
reasonably sure that wasn't what I was supposed to be 
thinking about during her scene.
